The first crop bulletin for 1902 was 
issued on the 13th inst. by the Manis 
toba department of agriculture, It 
contains the gyatifying informaiion 
that crop prospects are of the bright- 
est.

In the northwestern district settlers 
have been locating in large numbers 
ind it is well known that the first land 
broken generally is sown to wheat. The 
extensionof railways in the district, 


the prospect of new railroads skirting 
the south of the Riding Mountains 
have all given a stumulus to farmers 
to increase the acreage under crop with 
the result that the area now. under 
wheat is 11,220 acres in excess of last 
year, ; 


The southwestern district is the 
great wheat district of the province.

Cc. P. R. Tolls. 


The following is the act of parlia- 
ment passed at last session authorizing 
the C. P. R. Co., to issue $20,000,000 of 
stock, making certain provisions as to 
the expenditure of the money so rais- 
ed, and providin thit the company 
shall not be entitled to an earning of 
ten per cent on this ampunt of stock 
before their toils shall come under the 
control of the governor-general in 
council; : ‘ { { 


An act to amend the provision wiih re- 
gard to tolls of chapter 1 of the 
statutes of 1881, respecting the Car- 

adian Pacific Railway; 

Whereas in and by section 20 of : 
dule “A” to the act respecting the Cans 
adian Pacific railway, chapter 1 of the 
statutes of 1881, it is provided as fol- 
lows; : 

“The limit to the reduction of tolls 
by the parliament of Canada provided 
for by the eleventh subseetion of the 
iTth rection of the Consolidated Rail- 
way act, 1879, respecting tolls is here- 
by extended, so that such reduction 
may be to such an extent that «uch 
tolls when reduced sha‘i not produce 
less than ten per cent per annum pro- 
fit on the capital actually expended in 
the, construction of the railway,  in- 
stead of not less than fifteen per cent 
per anbuim profit, as provided by the 
said subsection; and so also that such 
reduction shall rot be made unless the 
net income, ascertained as described in 
said subsection, shall have exceeded 
ten per ceut per annum instead of fif- 
teen per cent per annum as provided 
by the said subsection. And the exer- 
cise by the governor in council of the 
power of reducing the tolls of the com- 
pany as provided by the teuth subsec- 
tion of said section seventeen is here- 
by limited to the same extent with re- 
lation to the profit of the company and 
to its net revenue, as that to which the 
power of parliament to reduce tolls is 
limited by said subsection eleven as 
hereby amended;” 

And whereas the said company has 
applied for the approval of the gover- 
nor in council, under the provisions of 
the Railway Act, of an increase of its 
capital stock by $20,000,000, that is to 
say, from $65,000,000 to $85,00,000, for 
the purposes of meeting the financial 
requirements of the company in re- 
spect of the increase of rolling stock, 
the eulargement of the workshops at 
Montreal and elsewhere, the reduction 
of the grades and the improvements of 
the road, the laying down of a second 
track on portions of the co?M™pany’s 
lines, and the providing of additional 
grain elevators and other facilities so 
as to enable the company better to 
meet the commercial requirements of 
the country, such requiremenis being 
approximately as follows; 

For rolling stock, $ 9,070,000 

For the enlargement of 
shop facilities at Mon- | 
treal, and elsewhere, re- 
duction of grades and 
improvement of align- 

ment and double track- 
ing, 8,400,000 

For elevators, terminals, i 
and other facilitiesm ,: 3,000,000

_And whereas the Governor-in-Coun- 
cil has duly approved of such increase 
of the capital stock of the Company, 
subject, however to the following con- 
ditions;—That the said $20,000,000 of 
stock shall not, sor shali any part 
thereof, nor shall any moneys arising 
therefrom—no matter now disposed of 
—be deemed capital expended in the 
construction of the railway within 
the, meaning of the said section 20; 
that the power of the Parilamant of 
Canada or the Governor in Council to 
reduce the tolls upon the railway of 
the company, shall in no wise be af- 
fected by such increase of capital stock 
in whole or in part, nor by the expendi- 
ture of any such moneys in the con- 
struction of the railway or otherwise, 
but the same shall be excluded from 
consideration in determining the am- 
ount of capital actually expended in 
the construction of the railway; and, 
further, that no portion of the said $20, 
000,000 shall be issued at less than its 
par value; { 

And whereas the company has _ ac- 
cepted the said conditions, and acqui- 
esces and concurs in this legislation; 

Therefore His Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, en-

1. The said additional $20,000,700 o7 
stock of the said company shall not, 
nor shall any part thereof, nor shal!

London, June 16.—From despatches 
Teceived from South Africa it is learn 
that the surrender of the Boers is pro- 
ceeding with the greatest good will.

He warmly applauded the staunch sup- 
port the women had given the burg- 
hers during the war, which he said, had 
greitiy encouraged the men in ihe 
field.

“Per- 
haps it is hard for you to hear this 
from my mouth. But God has decid- 
ed this. 1 fought until there was no 
hope of upholding our cause, and how- 

! ever bitter it may be, ths time has 
i come ‘for us to lay down our arms. .As 
a Christian people God now demands 
that we be faithful to our new gavern- 
ment. Let us submit to His decision.”

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Territorial Live Stock Report. 


We have received from C. W. Peter- 
son, secretary and managing director 
of the Territorial Hozse Breeders’ As- 
sociation ard the ‘Territorial Puve- 
bred Cattle Breeders’ Assoviation, ad- 
vance copies of his reports for the past 
year. These ars printed as appendices 
to the annual report of the Territor- 
ial department of agriculiure, copies 
of which may be obtained upin appli- 
cation to the deputy commissioner of 
agriculture, Regina. ; 

The conditions aftectng the horse 
markets of the west are exhaustively 
dealt with and statistics given of the 
exports and imports of horses of the 
Territories. The number of horses in 
the Territories at the present time is 
estimated at 150,000 head, of which 90,- 
000 head are in Alberta. The report 
toaches ‘on the effects of the introduc- 
tion of self propelling vehicles and 
points out that the values of recogniz- 
ed classes of horses are to-day higher 
than ever, while the demand for “mis- 
fits” is still quite lmited. Attention 
is drawn to the excellent market that 
is opening wp in Manitoba, Northern 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Eastern 
Assiniboia, for heavy ranch horses for 
farm work. It is worth noiing ihat 
nearly 11,000 horses were imported last 
year to Manitoba and the Territories, 
while the exports, principally to Brii- 
ish Columbia points, were quite  in- 
significant. The ‘erritores imporied 
7,223 at an average value of $31.88 per 
head. Through Brandon, as a port of 
entry 1,006 were brought in at ana 
averaige of $59.59. { 

At the last meeting ot the associa- 
tion, an effort was made to urge the 
Dominion government to fix the sum 
ot $50 as a minimum valuation upon 
horses entering Canada from the Unii- 
ed States. The matter was _ brought 
before the Dominion authorities. 
Messrs. Frank Oliver, M. P., Walter 
Scott, M. P., and Dr. Douglas, M. P., 
gave the proposal their unqualified sup- 
port. While Mr. T. 0, Davic, M. P., 
Shskatchewan, considered the move 
would not be in the interests of the 
people he represented. An interesting 
note by Mr. G. M. Rommel, expert in 
animal husbandry ot the United Sta- 
tes department of agriculture, on the 
“range horse” is quoted in the report 
and is well worth perusal. 

The abuse of the “settlers’ effecis”’ 
privilege by the fraudulent entry of 
horses brought in for sale under this 
heading also receives timely notice. 
This will probably be prevented by in- 
etructions recently given to customs 
ofiicers to only allew free entry on the 
basis of 160 acres. (16 head) and that 
exemption from duty on any larger 
number mu:t be dealt with by way o° 
u refund irom the customs department 
at Ottawa, ; ‘ 

The associat‘on during the year drew 
the attention of the Dominion govern- 
ment to the injury; caused to western 
breeders by the running at large of 
Indian cayuse stallions with the result 
that steps are now, being taken to sup- 
press the evil. Referring to a_ ship- 
ment of Indiun ponies from Calgary, 
sold in London, Ontario, and unfavor- 
ably commented on by eastern papers, 
it is pointed out that every inferor 
horse raised in the Territories and ship- 

therefrom, is a direct loss to local 
reeders of high class horses, as it 
tends to lower all round. 

Considerable assistance was rendered 
by the association in bringing horse 
breeders in the Territories into touch 
with Col. Dent, in conneciion with the 
purchase of remounts for the South 
African campaign. Full information 
as to the proceedings of the remount 
commission in the Territores is given; 
$72,145.00 was disbursed among Terri- 
torial horse breeders by the commis- 
sion. 673 out of 778 were purchased in 
Southern = Alberta, Disappointment 
was frequently expressed where a laige 


number of horses were rejected. It 
may be noted here that, according to 
the “Scottish Farmer” seventy useful 


horses were shown at Keith, Banff- 
shire, out of which only seven were ac- 
aaron. The prices paid were $85.00 for 
cobs and $100.00 for cavalry chargers 
and artillery horses. The association 


es ssessseteten eens 


has also interested itself successfully 
in arranging for further purchases. In 
connection with the purchase of hor- 
ses for the third Canadian contingent, 
certain misleading statements were 
made as a reason for purchasing only 
in the east. The association took 
prompt action, but the result was only 
partially satisfactory. The associa 
tion has also pressed upon the federal 
governinent the desirability of the es- 
tablishment of permanent remount 
purchasing depots in the west. The 
secretary seems to think that some- 
thing will be done in the matter at an 
early date. tf 

One important step taken by the 
association in. connection with the im- 
proving of breeding is the imaugura- 
tion of a spring stallion show, open to 
the Territories, The arrangements and 
rules governing the show are 
full in the report. 

It is suggested that action be taken 
by the association to obtain from the 
Canadian Pacific Railway a definite 
schedule of values as compensation for 
horses killed on the railway. The pre- 
valence of swamp fever among horses 
in certain portions of the country is 
noted as 
terest, | 

The membership of the associatian 
was 121 on the date of the report, with 
good prospects of increase.

Boers are Satisfied. 


Mafeking, Bechuinaland, June 13.— 
Commandant Kemp, General Delar- 
ey’s trusty lieutenant, who surren- 
dered here looked worn and his ag- 
ed considerably. He was a clerk in 
the mining commissioner’s office —_ be-- 
fore the war, and sow intends io 
take up farming. When interviewed, 
he said his commando, consisting of 
1,900 men, had surrendered at ~Dco- 
rnkop, June 6. <A few wen were 
still out, but they were coming in to- 
day. He had been averse to yield- 
ing, but recognized the opinion o 
the majority. 

“We did our best,” continued the 
commandant, “and must, therefore 
be satisfied. As Lord Kitchener said, 
no shame is a‘tached to our giving 
up. We were outnumbered. We 
might have continued fighting for 
another couple of years, but with ro 
certainty of success. I am quite sat- 
isfied with the terms and have no ill- 
feeling against England. I_ think 
there will be no bitterness. We shall 
get on all righi together, I expect. 
ed to win, and only quite recently 


realized the hopelessness of our 
cause. [ have given the burghers 
my reasons for yielding. One rea- 
son was that the eastern part of 
the Transvaal had no _ foodstuffs 
whatever. The west Transvaal, 
however, had iYood enough for two 


years more.” i 

Many of the Boers who have sur- 
rendered were dressed in — well-made 
clothes. The men, as a_ rule, were 
in remarkably good health and were 
cheerful. 

London, June 13.—It was announc- 
ed here to-day, that 864 Transvaal 
Boers surrendered yesterday, 
ing the total of surrendered for all 
the colonies up to about 12,000.

Coal Lands. 


The following regulations regard- 
ing the disposai of coal lands have re- 
cently been passed by order in coun- 
cil. 

1. Lands containing anthraciie coal 
may be sold alt an upset price of $20 per 


acre, ard coal other than anthracite at 


an upset price of $10 per acre or may 
be sold by public competition if the 


minister of the interior shall so decide. 
Payment for the land) in cash or scrip 
shall be made when the application: ig 
granted or payment muy be made of 


one-quarter of the purchase price only 
and the balance inthree equal annual 


instalments with inierest at the rate 
of five per cent per annum upon the 
Scrip, however, cannot 


unpaid balance. V y 
be accepted unless payment is made in 


fall at the time of the sale. If pay- 
ment is not made accordingly the right 


to purchase will be cancelled. 


2. In addition to the above n royalty 


at the rate of ten cents per ton g* 


2,000 pounds will be levied and collect- 
ed on the output of the mine, and it 
will be necessary for the person oper- 
ating a mine to furnish the agent of 
Dominion lands with sworn returns 
monthly, or at such times as the minis- 
ter of the interior may direct, accaunt- 
ing for the full quantity of .0al min- 


ed, and pay the royalty thereon at 
the above rate. 


3. Default in payment of such royal- 


ty, if continued for ten days after no- 


tice has "een posted at the time in re- 


spect of which it is demanded, or inthe 


vicinity of such mine, by the agent of 
Dominion. lands or by his 


payments which have been made 
count of the purchase will be refunded. 


4. The pitent which may be issued for 


coal lands will be made subject to the 
payment of the above royalty, andi pro- 


vision will be made therein that the 


minister of the interior may declare 
the patent to be null and void for de- 
fault in the payment of the royalty 
on the coal mined 


Any attempt to defraud the crown 


by withholding any part of the revenue 
false 


thus provided for, by making 
statement of the amount taken out, 
shall be punished by cancellation of the 
sale of the land in respect of which 
fraud or false statements have been 
committed or made, and the minister of 
the interior may for the same cause, 
cause, declare the patent which may 
have been issued for the land to be 
null and void. In respect to the facts 
as to such fraud or false statements or 
non-payment of royalty, the decision 
of the minister of the interior ghall 
be final. 

5. Not more than three hundred and 
twenty acres shall be sold to one appli- 
cant. ; ee 

6. When there is more than one ap- 
plicant for the same coal location, the 
minister of the interior may invite 
competition between the several ap- 
plicants, or offer the land for sale at 
public competition by tender or *by auc- 
tion, as he may think expedient, at the 
upset price of coal lands.
